The “Friends of Servicemen” which 
has been active and doing things dur- 
ing the past four years of war con- 
cluded its work with a final meet- 
ing at the home of its chairman, Mrs. 
Edward M. Powell, Monday, Decem- 
ber 8. The organization has remem- 
bered our service men with greeting 
cards at Christmas, with gifts and 
other remembrances, and by sending 
flowers to the homes of those reported 
dead or missing. At various times 
the mothers, sisters and wives of 
servicemen have been brought togeth- 
er for mutual interest. Close co- 
operation with the Red Cross was 
maintained. A scrap book of pictures 
and clippings has been kept and will 
be given to the historical society. A 
very complete list was maintained of 
all servicemen for a total of 270 of 
which on Dec. 3, 84 have received 
their discharge, 2 are missing, 7 dead, 
20 were former residents, 30 are in 
occupied territory and 127 in this 
country. \ 

The total amount of monies re- 
ceived by various means amounted 
to $228.56, leaving a balance on hand 
of $147.72 which will be spent for 
cards and gifts for those yet remain- 
ing in far distant fields. The or- 
ganization will end its career January 
first, but has the satisfaction of hav- 
ing done its work well. Thanks to 
all who helped and aided the s0- 


ciety.
